This physician held that so 
long as organotherapy worked so well 
along other lines, it stood within 
reason that it would work well with 
the feeble-minded. By giving them 
a Iipoid extract of rrey matter, an 
extract of the brain, it ought to In- 
crease tueir mental faculties and in 
time give to them normal brain. 

Of course, if this is possible, It 
will be one of the greatest wonders 
and most valuable things in modern 
or ancient medicine. 





Origin of Stammering. 


A new theory as to the origin of 
stammering is set forth by C. 8. 
Bluemel in a book on that subject. 
{t is usually said that stammering is 
due to spasm or to incoordination of 
muscles, but this is no explanation, 
as it does not tell what causes the 
‘spasm or the incoordination. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Bluemel, stammering 
is the result of transient auditory 
amnesia—forgetfulness of the sound 
of words—which produces the sec- 
ondary conditions of mental con- 
fusion and fear, these being inten- 
sified in some cases by autosugges- 
tion. The initial cause may be slight 
and Hmited to early life. It may 
even le#sen and disappear, while the 
secondary effects remain as acquired

THE FRESHENING COW. 


Animal Needs Particular Care at Thie 
Critical Period. 

The cow should no longer be left to 
get along the best way she can when 
her calf is born. For a week or two be- . 
fore the little one comes she ought not 
to be given any heavy feed, writes BK | 
L. Vincent in the American Cultiva- | 
tor. It is important that ber body 
shall be as cool as possible, and meal 
and such hearty food tends to create 
more or less of a fever. 

Then, too, it is a good thing to give 
the cow a dose of salts very shortly 
before she is to be confined, The rea- 
son for this is that, with the bowels 
well emptied, she is more likely to pass 
her ordeal without serious difficulty. 

Close watch should be kept of the 
cow as she nears maternity, and when 
the time is fully come place her in a 
good, roomy box stall. Better do this 
several nights rather than to wiss it. 
The floor of this stall ought to be well 
covered with straw—not long straw, 
for that might trip the calf up as he 
struggles to his feet, but short, fine 
straw. All that might injure cow or 
calf ougbt to be removed from the 
stall. 

To warm the cow up and tide her 
over the crisis after the calf is born, 
a good mash of wheat bran is a fine 
thing. ‘This, being laxative in its na- 
ture, starts the bowels in the right di- 
rection.
